body. 
The supreme court held that the 
manag ement had a rig ht to hold the fair 
: Open if it so rlif se 
Till# satisfies thos« 
who insisted on civil and relig ious Hbertt 
ag ainst theolog ical dictation 
The man 
ag ernenf ha* decided, as they had a rlg h 
to do, to hereafter close thr? exposition oi 
•Sundays. 
This should he satisfactory t* 
those who reg ard Hunday as a clay sac rec 
to Ihe worship of God and to all those 
who ihink that relig ion is subserved b) 
enforcing its public observance. 
Bo c« r 
tainly all parties oug ht to he satisfied 
But the fact that the attendance at tin 
fair on Mondays has been disappointing !} 
small. Is heralded by the advorates oJ 
Hunday closing as an evidence that th 
g reat majority 
the working classe* for 
whom an open Hunday was advocated 
were in sympathy with them This would 
he a fair deduction, had there been such 
a thing as a real of*en Hunday 
But there 
has not been. 
First the g ates would be 
closed on Sunday one week and open the 
next after about twenty four hours’ no 
ticu. 
Then, the Government hulldlng and 
a larg e num ber of the most interesting 
exhibits were entirely closed; all ihe rna 
chinery was shut down fan exhibit In 
which the mechanic class are supposed 
to take the most interest); and a very 
larg e jwirtion of the ex hibits in the build 
ing * that were not locked were covered 
from view 
In fart it was so near 
closed ex hibit as to I» « very unsstiafactory 
and then the same price Of admission was 
charg ed as for the entire exhibition on Hi 
other days of the week 
Feople In g en 
era! have an innate love of fairness; an 
while ikla true that more remained ex 
posed to view than a man could see in 
day. people as a rule did not care: to pay 
full price for a half show, and of course 
if there* had been hut one thing covered 
from sig ht, that would have been the very 
thing they would have wanted to see 
Ibis course*, which savored so strong ly 
of injustice, and for which the Hunday 
closer» were responsible, was of itself ruf 
lie lent to account for a g reatly decreased 
attendance on Hundaya. 
It may he true 
as is claimed, that public sentiment is 
ag ainst opening the fair on Sundays; hut 
the fact has certainly never been fairly 
demonstrated. 
If a fact 
the manag e 
meat have done wisely in closing the fair 
on that day 
If. however, the slim attendance at the 
fair on Hunday is an evidence that under 
any circumstances public sentiment is 
ag ainst its opening on that day, why not 
follow the same line of reasoning in rt* 
g ard to other institutions which bid for 
public attendance on the Babbath. 
How 
many of our churches arc discourag lng ly 
empty on the only day in the week when 
they invito public attendance 
Not only does public sentiment seen to 
be ag ainst opening such churches on Sun­ 
day, but the indilTcrcnce of the church 
membership on the subject i» very patent 
to any observant outsider. 
Ministers us­ 
ually in such cases, do not close the doors 
on Sunday, hut take consultation with the 
manag ement and determine 
on 
some 
means to "arouse and interest,’’ and in 
crease an attendance. 
It may he a new 
org an, a professional chorister, a paid 
evang elist If the church doors are closed 
for a season, if is not in obedience to pub­ 
lic sentiment; but to furnish tin* pastor a 
much-needed vacation. 
No one has ventured to assert that the 
exhibition at Jackson Dark is not elevat 
ing , ennobling , ex panding in its nature 
and influence on man. Tin* observer can 
uni fail to discover iu the personal of tin* 
crowds that daily throng the Exposition, 
and In the earnestness with which they de 
vote time, energ y and money,that they are 
not idly seeking mere amusement, but are 
devouring , imbibing , assimilating , 
all 
that is possible of that larg er education 
that is there olTered, and which can 
scarcely fail to make them broader-iuind 
ed, larg er hearted, whiter smiled humans 
g rander, nobler men and women, belte 
citizens, with truer conception» of their 
relation to God and to each other. Then 
in thanking , in talking , in acting with re 
g ard to those two matters, which havt 
for their object the upward prog ress of 
fhe individual and the race of man, wbv 
should we adopt such diverse lines of 
reasoning ?

“ The northern half of the inland of 
Borneo iM the queerest anti most un­ 
satisfactory place to live that one can 
imagine,” said Burton Emhoff. 
“ It 
Ls a land of constantly recurring phe­ 
nomena, where cy clones are frequent 
and deluges of water very common. 
The vegetation in that half is very 
fine, but in all probability the wildest 
and most tangled on earth—not even 
excepting that of Africa. 
The cause 
of all the trouble is the shallow con­ 
dition of the sea north of it, groat 
shoals of sand existing a few miles 
out which extend along its entire 
northern length. 
Those shoals are 
’ovored hy a depth of water not over 
five feet deep. The constant recur 
ring winds that blow in that climate 
change to hurricanes and Nweep the 
smaller islands of ,ai visible life. 
W hen such a storm strikes the sand 
shoals north of Borneo, it sweeps up 
the shallow salt water into its course 
and drenches the island with it. 
"Often it gathers up sand, great 
masses of it, from the clear swept 
shoal and whirls it for miles high 
over the island, carry ing it into the 
inland and scattering it t* very when*. 
The work of these storms dot's not 
alway s end with that 
Entire shoals 
of fish, of all sues, have been swept 
up time and again by the fierce winds 
with the water and sand and scat- 
tem l about Borneo. 
In some places 
the ground would 1h> literally cov­ 
ered with fish, enough to supply u 
heavy jiopulation for weeks. 
But 
such luck is no reparation for the 
evil the winds do, and consequently 
the northern half will never be in­ 
habited by tho» so who value their 
lives. —St. Louis Qlobe-Demoerat.
